Action Demanded by Jones. 

The senate action followed d bristling 
speech from Senator Walter Clyde Jones, 
one of the Progressive senators from Chi- 
Cage. He vindicated the full right and duty 
eof the legislature to investigate the ma- 
chines not necessarily because of any sug- 
Sestions of criminality but as a part of the

Will Ask $12,000 Fund. 

Tomerrow morning Sénator Chambertin 
expects to introduce in the senate a bill ap- 
propriating $12,000 for the expenses of the 
investigation, and will ask that it be sent to 
second reading without reference to commit- 
tee, Opposition is expected, and possibly the 
resolution will be sent to the appropriations 
eommittes, in which case the beginning of 
the investigation will be delayed for a week 
at least. 

Representative Butts tried to get a bill to 
provide a $12,000 fund started in the house 
this morning. He was opposed by those in 
charge of the house budget. Mr. Butte 
turned the arguments of the foes of the in- 
vestigation on them and said they had de- 
manded that the search be prompt. Now, he 
suggested, they, are secking delay in with- 


holding the finances. 


Jones Explains His Stand. 

The speech of Senator Jones covered fully 
the idea of the bulk of the legislative mem- 
bership in voting for the adoption of the 
resolution. ° 

“T have been advised,” he said, “ that 
the machines were defective with respect to 
voting for members of the lewer house. In 
connection with members of the lower house, 
the constitution provides for cumulative vet- 
ing, whereby we ¢an yote three votes, one 
end one-half votes, or one vote. And I un- 
derstand that the machine was in such gon- 
dition that it was not possible for an elector 
to make this selection and to cumulate his 
votes as he might see fit ee the congtitu- 
tion. 

“Now, this matter has le under cen- 
sideration in Chicago, a matter of public dis- 
cussion, for a number of months. And when 
this resolution was presented in the house 
suddenly the matter was submitted to the 
grand jury. Presumably the persone who 
submitted that to the grand jury thought 
that there were some charges of criminality 
that ought to be investigated. 


Grand Jury Action Weak. . 

“Tt seems that those who had to do with 
the buying of these machines have considered 
that there are perhaps some just charges of 
criminal action, a@ that matter has been re- 
ferred to the grand jury, and it is perhaps 
proper and appropriate that the grand jury 
should investigate that question. But I do

All the ambassadors and 
g@everal of the ladies of their households were 
at the table. 


Lead Connoisseurs to-Water. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan received their dis. 
‘tingtished guegte cordially, and after a short 
wait in the drawing room invited them to the 
@ining foom, the secretary escorting Mrs. 
Bryee and Mrs, Bryan taking out the Byitiah 
ambassador. 

There were no wine glasses on the table, 
only goblets of water and smaller glasses. 
whieh held out hope of something in the in- 
toxicating line. 

As the dinner proceeded the ambassadors 
found the smaller glassee “vere for grape 
juice and mineral water. Some of there men 
are wing connoisgeurs. Thry can tell a good 
brand of champagne from the cheap brand 
the moment it touches their lips. At their 
own embassies they have served the choicest 
wines, running from Madeira te champagne.

state, though their hopes were heightened 
when they were asked if they Liked punch.

Premier Announces on: 

The premier announeed in the chamber of 
deputies today that the government had 
made M. Masson's motion its own. .

The Socialists voted against 
the second part of the motion,-but it was 
carried by the Conservatives an¢é Literals, 
the vote standing 124 to 89. 
The Socialists abstained from voting when 
the two parts of the motion were taken to- 
gether. In that way it was carried by a vote 
of 138 to 2. | 
M. de Broqueville did not vote on the first 
part of the motion and when.asked why by 
the president, he explained amid laughter, 
that it was because this ¢Mmbodied his own 
declarations: 


Strikers Gain Chief ‘Point. 


The leaders.of the Socialist trades unions 
and their followers gained their chief point,

Mr. Tice this morning introduced a new bill 
carrying ali of the old law, and in addition 
provides that the $600,000 lying in the state 
treasury, which cannot be expended without 
sepelific appropriation, be paid out to the re- 
spective counties for “ state aid "’ roade, the 
latter to be specified by the legislation now 
pending.
